Se the occasion of the meeting of the Representative Assembly 

of the National Education Association in Cincinnati during the 
week of July 6, we deem it our pastoral duty to address you, our 
priests, our Religious, and the faithful of the Archdiocese of Cin- 
cinnati. As the presiding official of the National Catholic Educational 
Association, we also wish to direct your attention to matters of 
serious import for the good Of the  seoooovemevorerae a 
children today, who will be the 
responsible citizens of our country 
of tomorrow. 

Delegates of teachers’ associa- 
tions from every State, at this 
Representative Assembly, will con- 
sider many important educational 
problems. Their decisions will 
have far-reaching implications for 
the school children of our country. 
Representing over 800,000 affiliated 
members, the delegates to this 
meeting will assume the tremen- 
dous responsibility of planning 
education’s functions in the future 
of our nation and of our world. 
Our earnest prayer will be that the 
Divine Teacher, the Lord Christ, 
may enlighten and guide them in 
their deliberations and decisions. 

For many years Catholic men 
and women teaching in the public 
schools have been members of the 
various departments and affiliated 
organizations of the National Edu- 
cation Association. We hope that 
they will continue their member- 
ship. Theirs is a splendid opportu- ¢£ 
nity to prove by word and good | % 
example that Catholic public school f 
teachers are eager to join with 
their associates in a cooperative 
endeavor to improve the teaching 
profession. Without reservation 
Catholic public school teachers may 
subscribe to the Association’s 
principle that “every child, regardless of race, belief, economic status, 
residence or physical handicap, should have the opportunity for fullest 
development in mental, moral, social, and physical health and in the 
attitudes, knowledge, habits and skills that are essential for individual

happiness and effective citizenship in a democracy. We urge Cath- 
olics in the public school system of the United States to do their 
part in translating this noble principle into a reality for the thousands 
of children in our midst who are underprivileged in the field of 
education. 

Among the Association’s members are administrators and teachers 
who have cooperated magnificently with church organizations in 
meeting the need for religious instruction as an integral part of 
American education. These courageous administrators and teachers 
have made many sacrifices for their convictions. We hope that 
an ever-increasing number of public school administrators will be 
disposed favorably towards the released time program as a very 
practical method to eliminate the menace of religious illiteracy, which 
method cannot reasonably do violence to the most rigorous interpreta- 
tion of American freedom of religion. 

Our solicitude for the religious welfare of the three million 
Catholic pupils in the public schools and our concern for the Spiritual 
values of American education prompt us to urge Catholic members 
of the Association to be courageous at'all times in defending the par- 
ental right to withdraw children from the public schools for a week- 
ly period of religious instruction. Whatever minor tensions arise 
from the released time program, they are less threatening to our 
democratic institutions than a rampant disregard for religion among 
our nation’s youth. A teachers’ association has no right to: inter- 
fere with a religious instruction program approved by a _ school 
board, parents and church organizations. To our knowledge the 
National Education Association has not opposed the released time 
program. We hope that the Association will look with favor upon 
this program. 

Lately many Catholie school administrators and some Catholic 
school teachers have. joined the Association. They want to become 
better acquainted with their neighbors in the public school system 
and to exchange with them professional! literature and experiences. 
It is our belief that the association of Catholic school teachers with 
members of the public sthool profession will lead to better under- 
standing and friendly harmony between the CatHolic and _ public 
school system. We cannot emphasize too strongly our conviction 
that the Catholic and public schools are partners in American edu- 
cation. They must work together in the common. task of preparing 
millions of American boys and girls for the duties of Ameri- 
can citizenship.

A hymn- 
writer of great ability, he com- 
posed many hymns in honor of the 
Blessed Sacrament, the Sacred 
Heart, the Blessed Virgin, and 
other subjects so dear to his saint- 
ly heart. 


Special Devotion To 
Mother Of God 


But the one feature of St. 
Louis de Montfort’s character and 
work that set him apart from all 
others was his special devotion to 
the Mother of God. Even as a boy 
he called Mary “his dear Mother,” 
and throughout his college and 
seminary days his devotion to her 
ever increased. He well knew that 
the sole purpose of his preaching 
was to bring souls to Christ, and 
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strangest thing. That church was 
absolutely empty. There was only 
the priest up front with a little boy 
waiting on him, and then Alice and 
I—no one else. And he went 
through that long complicated 
ceremony just as carefully as 
though the people were standing 
in the aisles.

Arrival Of First 
Missioner On Madagascar 
Commemorated By Jesuits 


New York, July 14—(NC)—The 
75th anniversary of the arrival of 
the first Jesuit missioner in Mada- 
gascar is being marked this year 
by the Society of Jesus. The first 
missionary was Father Finaz, S.J., 
who entered the island off the east 
coast of Africa in October, 1871, 
disguised as a leper. 

Father Finaz obtained shelter in 
a private home, where he set up an 
altar and offered the first Mass on 
the island on October 15, 1871. His 
first converts were two dying 
lepers, but eight years later he 
had brought 6,000 natives in Fian- 
arantsoa into the Church. 

Today, according to Jesuit Mis- 
sions, there are 191,000 Catholics 
—one-fourth of the island’s popu- 
lation—served by 85 mission sta- 
tions on the island.

priesthood. 

The “principle of individuality” 
‘in religion does not hold. Christ di- 
rected the Apostles to teach all na- 
‘tions “whatosever | have command- 
ed you.” What He commanded evi- 
‘dently must be accepted: “He who 
‘hears you hears Me and he who 
‘despises you despises Me” (Luke 
|X, 16). The one who will not hear 
‘the Church, according to Christ’s 
‘own words, must be regarded as a 
“heathen and publican.” (Matt. 
|X VIII, 17).

“All Protestants stress the 1im- 
portance of religious

Religion Not Intended 
To Be A Democracy 


From what we ha~: already ob- 
served Christ never intended that 
religion should be a democracy but 
a theocracy. His religion is demo- 
cratic only in so far as all people 
belonging to it are equal, and in so 
far as the lowest may reach the 
highest place, as is more true in 
the Catholic religion than in any 
other. Christ told us that we are 
“free” only when we have the 
‘truth. But we can be certain of 
having the truth only by recogniz- 
ing an authority akin to that of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. St. Augustine reasoned 
correctly when he said he could not 
accept the Bible except on such an 
authority. In fact no one in the 
world would know what constitutes 
the Holy Scriptures without the 
-authority of the Catholic Church. 


The fifth point which Dr. Ander- 
s * defends is “sectarianism” con- 
cerning which he writes as follows: 

“Sectarianism is said to be the 
scandal of Christianity. But just 
for the record let it be said that 
sectarianism is not a _ peculiarly 
Christian vice. It is ih yo every 
religion that has developed far be- 
yond the tribal stage. There are 
more than fifty sects of Hinduism 
in India. Buddhism is divided into 
two major schools and a great 
number of sects and sub-sects. The 
same is true of Islam, Judaism and 
of Shintoism.... 

“There is sectarianism in art, 
with its various schools and cults. 
There is sectarianism in poetry, in 
music, in education, in philosophy, 
in medicine, in economics. And 
what shall we say of politics? How 
many kinds of Democrats are there 
and of Republicans, of Socialists, of 
Communists ?” 


The above paragraphs contain an 
example of the loosest kind of rea- 
soning. In effect Dr. Anderson 
writes that since there are “fifty 
sects in Hinduism in India, and two 
major schools of Buddhism, and a 
great number of sects and sub- 
sects,” we chould expect to find the 
same in Christianity. Surely the 
clergyman must recognize that 
Hinduism and Buddhism and Shin- 
toism and Islamism had human 
founders, and that they are pagan 
religions which Christianity itself 
was to conquer by proclaiming fun- 
damental truths which they do not 
accept. How can such a clergyman 
re ‘the Epistles of St. Paul, or the 
Acts of the Apostles, which vehe- 
mently denounce any one who 


preaches differ:ntly than Christ 
and His Apostles? St. Paul told his 
followers that there must be “ne 
schisms among you,” and told them 
to avoid the “heretic,”. who pre- 
tended te be a Christian without 
subscribing to the entire teaching 
of Christ. 


Sectarianism Out 
Of Place In Religion 


Because “there is sectarianism fn 
‘art, in poetry, in music, in educa- 
tion, in medicine, in economics, in 
ipolitics,” Dr. Anderson assumes 
ithat we should expect to have sec- 
tarianism in religion, not recogniz- 
ing that such an assumption de- 
stroys the very essence of Chris- 
tianity. In His last prayer Christ 
prayed that “all” His followers 
should be “one even as Christ and 
the Heavenly Father are one.” 
According to the minister’s rea- 
soning there should be sectarianism 
‘in mathematical facts or truths, 
'scientific facts or truths, and reli- 
‘gious f::ts or truths—while there 
| cannot be even two schools of 
‘thought concerning them. What 
‘about the adage “There can be no 
argument against facts’? 


Surely what Christ, as a divine 
Teacher, taught, were facts, super- 
natural facts, revealed facts, but 
ifacts nevertheless. Intellectuals 
|who study religion seriously look 
‘for such facts backed by authority, 
while those who are already com- 
‘1 itted to a religion of human ori- 
‘gin seek to justify it. Their “wish

Arch- 
bishop Cushing of Boston stresses 
this point in the leading article of 
the July Family Digest.

Pope 
Pius XII, he says, has had many 
things to say for the guidance of 
Catholics in their thinking about 
education, and “most of these 
things have been significantly con- 
cerned with education in the home. 
and with the obligation, not merely 
the rights .... of parents in the 
education of their children.” 

Archbishop Cyshing says. the 
Pope’s argument is one which we 
in the democratic world well under- 
stand. “The obligation of the par- 
ent to be an educator is not merely 
a family obligation, it is a social 
obligation as well. The ideal home 
is the school where great and chiv- 
alrous ideas are sown and culti- 
vated.”

The fascists under Mussolini were rising in power at that 
time, but the Granziani family entertained an abiding dislike for 
everything that system represented, and made no effort to con- 
ceal their feelings. As Mussolini expanded his scope and made 
agreement after agreement with the nazis under Hitler, the 
Grazianis became even more outspoken in their condemnation of 
the two dictaters and their systems—a condemnation that was to 
cost the Graziani family practically everything but its self 
respect. 

Anyhow, when the nazis moved in and took over in Italy. 
following the collapse of the Italian armed forces, they made 
their headquarters in Sienna. about 150 miles northwest of Rome. 
and which was the ancestral home of the Graziani family. The 
latter owned a large villa on the outskirts of the city and a town 
house im the city itself.

But Mrs. Graziani had a pessible solution. There was no 
American flag im the household, but she remembered a large 
Notre Dame blanket sent her years before by Father O’ Donnell. 
in the center of the blanket there was a large “ND” monogram 
of the type with which all of you are familiar. Mrs. Graziani asked 
that the Notre Dame blanket be hung from one of the upstairs 
windows of their badly damaged town house in the hope that 
if any American troops passed that way. some of them might 
recognize the blanket, and make inquiry at the house as te the 
reason for its “flying” from one of the windows. 

As luck would have it, the first American officer to pass that 
way was Capt. Jim McDevitt, of Brooklyn, N. Y., a Notre Dame 
graduate of 1934 and then attached to the Thirty-Fourth Division 
as an intelligence officer. Taking a couple of men with him, 
Capt. McDevitt knocked at the door and inquired the reason why 
the blanket was being exhibited in such a manner. He was told 
that there was a starving American woman residing in the house. 
and that she had asked that the blanket be hung in the hope that 
it would attract some American boys so she could ask for help 
for herself and family.

man in the person of Capt. McDevitt. 

Another one who gave Mrs. Graziani invaluable help was Col. 
Patrick Ryan, then chief of the chaplain corps of the Fifth Army 
in Italy. A priest who is a regular Army officer, Col. Ryan was 
a close friend of Father O'Donnell, who had written to him to 
explain the plight of of Mrs. Graziani... Col. Ryan later had an 
opportunity to help her, as well as other Americans caught in 
the war zone who were utterly unable to help themselves and who 
shortly would have died of starvation had not the Americans come 
to their rescue. 

It so happened that Major Hinkle passed through Sienna 
several times while Mrs. Graziani was stil] there, but the pressure 
and nature of his duties was such that he was unable to visit 
with her, although he had also seen to it that she received help. 

When he was discharged from the army as a lieutenant-colonel 
he accepted the position as director of Notre Dame’s department 
of public information, and it was not until Mrs. Graziani was 
called to South Bend by the serious illness of her brother that 
she and Mr. Hinkle met. 5

Sheen intended in this 
broadcast to refer specifically, to 
conscientious Unitarians, but we 
have a saying in,the back country 
to the effect that a hit dog always 
howls, or perhaps more appropri- 
ately, “if the shoe fits, wear it,” 
and if Mr. Van Paasen chooses to 
read himself into the Monsignor’s 
remarks that no doubt is a liberty 
he enjoys in virtue of the right of 
freedom of speech. 

In a way this sensitiveness and 
eagerness to take offense on the 
part of certain Protestant groups 
shows how profoundly times have 
changed in a country where Cath- 
olicism was for so Many years on 
the defensive. A couple of gen- 
erations ago it was the Catholic 
Church that was being constantly 
identified in the popular mind, and 
even from the pulpit, with the 


scarlet woman of Babylon, Anti-| 
Christ, and the forces of Satan

Calvinism, and as a young man 
worked as something of a Metho-| 
dist missionary in Western Can- 
ada. I’m not sure, but I believe 
Days of Our Years intimates that 
he left this activity far from fav- 
orably impressed with evangelical | 
Methodism. In .any event, 1946 
arrived to find Mr. Van Paasen an.) 


ordained Unitarian minister, what- | 
ever that means. It is difficult to 
determine, since Unitarians hold 
no creed except in a negative way. | 
As near as I have been able to 
discover their teachings are es- 
sentially a series of denials of 
traditional Christian beliefs, all 
of which follow in natural sequence | 
to their primary denial of the di- | 
vinity of Christ, which has been 
extended in recent years, judging 
from some of Mr. Van Paasen’s re- 
marks, to further include a de- 
nial of the survival of the hu- 
man soul after death. 

From all this you might receive 
the impression that Unitarians are | 
a pretty dreary and pessimistic 
lot, but nothing could be farther 
‘from the truth. They may take a 
rather dim view of the omnipo- 
tence of God. but concerning the} 
omnipotence of man they enter- 
tain no doubts whatsoever. Every 
day in every way we're getting 
better and better, and the days 
of our perfection are within the} 
foreseeable future. Man needs no | 


infallible Pope because every man | 
is infallible. Mankind needs no} 
divine saviour, because man 1s) 
quite capable of saving himself, 
thank you. In our own times, | 
when human misery has reached 
something of a climax, and evil 
has -enthroned itself in the cita- 
dels of government of powerful 
states, it is difficult to see how 
mankind’s regretable yet all too 
evident capacity for sin can be 
so lightly ignored. 

If Mr. Van Paasen absorbed 
anything of his early Calvinist 
training. his passage to Unitar- 
ianism marks a complete revolu- 
tion in his religious thinking, for 
no system of theology has yet 
been devised to vie with Calvinism 
for first honors in dogmatic pes- 
simism, - Calvin’s teaching of the 
utter depravity of the human soul, 
its absolute impotence to win sal- 
vation even with a personal will- 
ingness to cooperate with God, was 
in its day of flower as far a cry 
from Christian truth as is the 
optimistic, liberal, and Unitarian 
enthusiasm for the theory of every 
soul its own salvation. In the) 
sixteenth century Calvinism ap- | 
peared as a complete reversion to 
the Pagan philosophy of fatalism, 
as a new manifestation of the age- 
old, the eternal Pagan hatred of 
God and the Catholic religion. 
Modern Unitarianism, which has 
flown to the other though equally 
fallacious extreme, at first seemed | 
less sinister because it proclaimed | 
itself a great deal less violently, 
appeared largely cleansed of the 
bitterness of the Reformation. Yet 
how deceiving are appearances. 
Christians would do well to remind 


come a reactionary power . 
| Msgr. Sheen . . . showed conclus-| 


themselves in these days of milk- 
toast tolerance of the flat and un- 
qualified statement of Christ that 
“he who is not with Me is against 
Me.” 

The virulent attack of Mr. Van. 
Paasen, if it represented only the | 
views of official Unitarians as such, | 
would scarcely be worthy of at- 
tention, much less alarm, for nom- 
inal Unitarians represent an in-| 
finitesimally small portion of our 
population, but unfortunately Uni- 
tarian thinking is but the logical 
ultimate of the liberal trend that 
has shaken Protestantism to its | 
foundations, and Unitarian views | 
coincide largely with the views of | 
many of the foremost spokesmen | 
of non-Catholic Christianity, a. 
highly diluted mixture which nev- | 
ertheless likes to call itself Chris- | 
tian. Evidently religion as | 
as politics makes strange bed fel- 


lows. I do not know exactly how 
to classify Mr. Van Paasen, but 
obviously he is not, and by his own 


admission does not pretend to be, 
a Christian. Furthermore, judg- | 
ing from his utterances in Boston, 
he is incapable of comprehending | 
ithe basie principles of Christian 


philosophy as taught and exempli- 


fied by Jesus Christ Himself.

'Paasen in his address, “has made 


of injustice, sorrow, suffering, pov- 
erty and death, elements of a di- 
vine order.

The 
teachers’ professional interests 
should be the concern of the 
Association; the teachers’ finan- 
‘cial interests should be entrusted 
ito a free trade union. When a 
single organization 1s concerned 
‘about both, there is always a dan- 
‘ger that a teacher may feel con- 
‘strained to follow a “professional 
line’ to gain a legitimate increase 
in salary, or to gain preferment 
for an advancement which will 
bring a salary increase. Every 
teacher should have a full academic 
‘freedom. He should feel free to 
hold his own professional opinion 
without fear of endangering his 
financial status. 


During this important meeting 
in Cincinnati the Association will 
consider certain broad problems of 
educational finance. We suggest 
‘quite frankly that the Association 


‘take a conciliatory approach to the 


aid of nonpublic school children. 
It is our impression that, given 
the opportunity, a large number 
of delegates would favor legisla- 
authorizing the various 
branches of government to pro- 
vide essential school services for 
nonpublic school children. 


It is inconceivable that this large 


body of distinguished educators 
would recommend that parochial 
school children be ejected from 


public school buses, or that health 
services be denied to these chil- 
dren. We hope that the Associa- 
tion in certain terms will recom- 
mend that essential school services 
be furnished to all children regard- 
less of the school they attend. 
Without assurance from the Asso- 
ciation on this point the adminis- 
trators of many nonpublic schools

Dr. Alon'o F. Myers of New 

rk, presenting a commission re- 
oe a the North College Hill, 
Ohio, case regarding the leasing 
of a parochial school by a public 
school district, outlined the issue 
to be presented to the highest 
court of the land as one involving 
the use of public tax money to 
support parochial schools. He 
said he hoped the two parties 
would find “the best possible test 
case” and cooperate in “a com- 
pletely friendly spirit.” 

Actually, such a test could turn 
upon what Catholic school officials 
regard as the real issue of the 
parochial school-public funds con- 
troversy: the constitutionality of 
depriving American children of 
public benefits because they at- 
tend a nonpublic school. 

In making his suggestion to the 
delegates of the professional or- 
ganization which represents 800,- 
000 public school teachers of the 
United States, Dr. Myers deplor- 
ed the increasing tension which 
he said has developed over the 
North College Hill matter. He 
said that America “cannot afford 
any intensification of religious big- 
otry and intolerance” and urged 
the use of the “American way of 
settling fundamental differences.” 

His comments were of special 
interest in view of the letter which 
Archbishop John T. McNicholas, 
O.P., of Cincinnati, addressed to 
his people on the eve of the con- 
vention, asking that the N.E.A. 
“take a conciliatory approach to 


the highly controversial question 
concerning the use of public funds 
in aid of nonpublie school children,” 
which is printed in full on- page 
one, religious section of this issue. 

Mrs, Pearl A. Wanamaker, pres- 
ident of the N.E.A. and Washing- 
ton state superintendent of public 
instruction, affirmed in her address 
that the U. S. Constitution was 
drafted “in the firm belief that 
there should be a solid barrier be- 
tween Church and State.” 


The Rev. William E., McManus, 
assistant director of the Educa- 
tion Department, National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference, who is 
a member of the N.E.A., took part 
in the discussion of the North 
College Hill case. He challanged 
the contention of Dr, William A. 
Cook, North College Hill school 
superintendent, that basically 
nothing was changed when the

Withdraws Blacklisting 
Of North College 
Hill Schools 


Cincinnati, July 14—(NC)—The 
National Education Association, at 
its convention here, voted to with- 
draw its blacklisting of the schools 
of North College Hill, a suburb of 
Cincinnati, which action had been 
taken by the association following 
a dispute on the five-man board 
of education, three of whom were 
Catholics. Later the religious is- 
sue was injected into the contro- 
versy and sharp tensions arose 
among the people of the commun- 
ity. 

The board of education of North 
College Hill resigned on June 17 
and the schools of the area have 
since been under the supervision 
of Probate Judge Chase M. Da- 
vies. Attorney General Hugh S. 
Jenkins of Ohio has ruled that 
Judge Davies must appoint an in- 
terim board to administer’ the 
schools pending the election of a 
new board next November. 

The controversy arose among the 
civil officials over the matter of 
administration when the _ school 
board refused to renew the con- 
tract of the Superintendent of 
Schools, Dr. Willam A. Cook. This 
action followed the demotion by 
Dr. Cook of the principal of one 
of the schools and his refusal to 
reinstate this teacher at the re- 
quest of the board. Apparently 
with the encouragement of their 
parents, pupils went on strike in 
support of Dr. Cook. 

At this point the religious issue 
appeared. Legal action was in- 
stituted to prevent the _ school 
board of North College Hill from 
making further rental payments 
for the use of what was formerly 
St. Margaret Mary’s. parochial 
school, but then known as the 
Grace Avenue School. 


The initiative in the rental of 
the former parochial school had 
come originally from the public 
school authorities and the arrange- 
ment, it is pointed out, constituted 
a saving to the community, as the 
State of Ohio allowed the school 
board $45 a child for pupils in the 
public schools, while the board’s 
operating costs for the Grace Av- 
enue School were less than this, 
the saving going to the commun- 
ity. 

The schoo! continued to be at- 
tended by Catholic pupils and to 
be taught by nuns and one or two 
lay teachers: Religious instruc- 
tion was given after class hours. 
This situation is said here to exist 
in a number of Ohio communities, 
its legal sanction resting on an 
opinion by Senator John W. Brick- 
er, made when he was Attorney 
General of the State in 1933. 

As tension in the community 
rose, the National Education As- 
sociation joined with the Ohio 
State Education \Association in is- 
suing a statement condemning the 
Catholic majority of the school 
board and blacklisting the schools 
of North College Hill. It was af- 
ter this that the school board re- 
signed and Probate Judge Davies 
took over administration of the 
schools. 

Prior to the ruling of the At- 
torney General that Judge Davies 
must appoint an interim board to 
administer the schools rather than 
wait for the election of a new 
board in November, the Judge 
had renewed Dr. Cook’s contract 
for three years and had dropped 
‘the Grace Avenue School from the 
public school system of the com- 
munity.

Monsignor O’Grady declared 
there is every reason to believe 
that Brazil will opens its doors to 
a “very large number of displaced 
persons” and that the general atti- 
tude toward DP’s in Chile and 
Uruguay has changed decidedly. 
“Of all the countries J visited,” 
the Monsignor continued, “the one 
that offers the best hope for the 
displaced persons in Europe is Ar- 


hope than any Latin American 
country but of any country in the 
world. After a very restricted 
immigration policy since 1933, Ar- 
gentina has again become immi- 
gration-minded. I was told that 
while Argentina had become im- 
migration-minded, it was going to 
be very selective and confine itself 
to Italians and Spaniards. How- 
ever, on the basis of close contacts 
with the Argentine Government 
over a considerable period, I have 
come to the conclusion that it has 
decided to adopt a broad policy 
toward displaced persons, that it 
has in fact decided to accept an 
unlimited number of them.” 


Monsignor O’Grady said _ that 
throughout his stay in Latin Am- 
erica, he was questioned constantly 
about the position which the 
United States would take on the 
DP problem. He said there is a 
lingering suspicion in the minds of 
the South American peoples that 
the United States must have a very 
good reason .for its apparent un- 
willingness to accept DP’s.” | 

“The United States stands out | 
today,” the Monsignor concluded, 
“as the greatest expression of 
democratic humanism in the whole 
world. It is the leader among the 
nations in the struggle for the 
maintenance of democratic institu- 


tions. It wants people everywhere 
to be free in the exercise of their ' 
God-given rights. It is contribut- 
ing heavily to a relief program for 
them. Why should it not now do.

Mr. McCaffery said it has been 
demonstrated repeatedly that the 
nation easily could absorb the pro- 
posed 400,000 DP’s without harm 
to the country’s housing, economic, 
labor, agricultural or other prob- 
lems. He recalled that the coun- 
try’s top labor organizations had 
indorsed the Stratton bill in re- 
futing the charge that the propos- 
ed immigration will endanger jobs 
of veterans, 


“This is not a mass hit-or-miss 
migration that is “being sought,” 
the CWV spokesman said. “Re- 
sponsible agencies have developed 
plans which will, with full respon- 
sibility and complete sponsorship, 
cover the transition of these peo- 
ples, so many of whom have blood 
relations in America.” 

Mr. McCaffery reminded the 
legislators that the DP’s are “the 
men and women who fled before 
the nazi or the Red invader rather 
than assume the yolk of serfdom.”

Byrne of Sante Fe, has called upon 
the President and Congress to 
open the doors of immigration and 
permit suffering peoples i: Europe 
to find refuge in the United 
States, particularly in the wide 
open spaces of the Southwest. 

The prelate expressed his senti- 
ments in an address before the 
members of the recently reorganiz- 
ed Knights of Columbus Council 
here. He said that never in history 
was there such a migration as is 
being witnessed today and that 
“many persons dare not go back 
to their countries because they fear 
death awaits them, or fates worse 
than death.” He reminded that 
there is “a government ,today in 
the world which speaks of democ- 
racy but,whose actions give the 
lie to its words,” but emphasized 
that “we must have love and re- 
spect for the individual as a human 
being.” He added: “And that is 
why I say that although I hate 
atheistic communism, I love the 
communist.”
